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Centennial 
Report

Before the end of this year a 
full-length Canadian feature film 
will be released to Great Britain, 
the United States and other coun¬ 
tries. It is certain to encourage 
people to visit our country during 
the 1967 Centennial. 

The film, called Helicopter Can¬ 
ada, an hour-long Panavista pro¬ 
duction for wide screens, will be 
shown in our own cinemas during 
1967. 

Helicopter Canada is the first full 
length moving picture feature to 
be made entirely from a helicopter- 
in-flight anywhere in the world. It 
is an exciting coast-to-coast color 
sweep of Canada — its geography 
its wildlife, its people and ways 
of life. It is being produced by the 
National Film Board of Canada for 
and with the aid of the Centennial 
Commission. Peter Jones is the 
producer and George Salverson is 
the script writer. The director- 
cameraman is Eugene “Jeep” Boy¬ 
ko of the National Film Board 
staff who had some intaeresting 
experiences filming this project 
across Canada from the open door 
of a helicopter. 

Boyko was born in Saskatoon, 
has been a dishwasher, shipyard 
worker, private chauffeur in vari¬ 
ous parts of the country and he 
was a country-and-western singer 
in Saskatoon in 1937 when a broad¬ 
caster named Jack Wells tagged 
him with his nickname, Jeep, after 
a comic strip creature. 

In the 40’s , Boyko was a tam 
driver in Vancouver when a pas¬ 
senger went on vacation leaving 
her camera in the cab. He used 
it to shoot a traffic accident and 
sold the pictures to a local paper 
for $5. This sent him into photog¬ 
raphy and he wound up at the Na¬ 
tional Film Board in 1951. Boyko’s 
home, when he gets there, is in 
Lorraine, Quebec; he has a wife, 
one daughter, 10, and one son, 3. 

By means of Jeep Boyko’s cam¬ 
era, background narration, dia¬ 
logue and sound effects, the viewer 
in the cinema audience will be 
making a trip across the country, 
discovering Canada as though he 
were in that helicopter. The ’copter 
during shooting, was able to get 
as close to the face of anything as 
its blades permitted and hovered 
from six to 600 feet. 

Boyko spent more than a year 
on the filming — a good deal of 
the time 500 feet up in the air, 
crash helmet on head, hanging out 
the side of a French-built turbine 
helicopter (the Alouetite). In one 
year he shot 96,000 feet of film 
and travelled from Newfoundland 
to Victoria. 

An anti-vibration mount for the 
camera was a French-made unit, 
first used in the making of the 
French films “The Red Balloon” 
and “Voyage in a Balloon”. It per¬ 
mits a picture while hovering 
vibration is eliminated in this 
clever device. 

In Toronto Boyko hovered a few 
feet above Nathan Philips Square 
for a dramatic view of the new 
clam-shell city hall. He caught 
the Old Fort Henry Guard, at 
Kingston, doing its drill. 

The helicopter camera shot the 
convoluted tubing and towers of a 
vast oil refinery complex at Ed¬ 
monton, paddle wheelers, rising 
new buildings in western cities, 
the lush North Saskatchewan River 
Valley; in Montreal the helicopter 
made forays around the new sky¬ 
scrapers; in Saskatchewan it 
caught a fast moving freight train 
traveling through a Prairie town, 
a truck leaving a high dust plume 
behind it, down a road to a lone 
elevator standing stark against the 
Prairie horizon. 

The film’s viewers will have 
the sensation of being virtually on 
the surface of the gorge beneath 
the Honeymoon Bridge at Niagara 
Falls, and being on a slow trip 
straight up the face of the bridal 
vel falls almost at arms length. 
They will “ride the back” of a 
deer in flight, peek into the win¬ 
dows of Montreal skyscrapers and 
experience the sight and sound of 


stenographers at their work and 
stockbrokers in action. They will 
view skiers and mountain climb¬ 
ers, wheat farmers, miners and 
prospectors, lumbermen, assembly¬ 
line productions, football clubs, out 
door activities of various ethnic 
groups and of the first Canadians 
—the Indians. 

In Newfoundland the camera 
made contact with a lighthouse 
keeper and a ship’s skipper seek¬ 
ing guidance into the harbor thus 
symbolizing the entry to Canada 
through her most eastern gate¬ 
way.

1 refer to the correspondence 
passed to me supporting a Rec¬ 
reation Board for the Crows Nest 
Pass area and attach a copy of 
my Deputy Minister’s letter of 
March 3 to Mr. Peter Iwasiuk, the 
Principal of Livingstone School, in 
connection with this same mat¬ 
ter. 

I feel that perhaps this letter 
did not go far enough in that it 
did not mention the substantial 
grants in aid of Recreation Boards 
made by the government through 
thus department. These grants are 
payable on submission of applica¬ 
tions annually by municipalities 
and in general provide grants for 
recreation, leaders, depending on 
qualifications and duties assumed, 
ranging from $4.00 a week for part- 
time activity leaders to $1500.00 
maximum per annum for fully 
qualified recreation directors. This 
latter would entail university 
qualification in this field and con¬ 
siderable experience. 

With respect to the request of 
the Crows Nest Band for direct 
a.ssistance to support their efforts, 

I must advise that we do not have 
any appropriation for this purpose 
in the department, and, although 
these people are certainly to be 
commended for their very worth¬ 
while contribution to our cultural 
life, there is nothing financially, 
at least at the moment, that I can 
do to assist their efforts.

Blairmore Passible 
Site For 

Heavy Water Plant 

Alberta Liberal Leader Adrian 
Berry- returned today from a five- 
day trip to Ottawa and Toronto, 
and disclosed that the main pur¬ 
pose of his visit was to promote a 
bid- for the establishment of a 
Heavy Water Plant in Alberta. Ac¬ 
companied by House Leader Mike 
Maccagno, M.L.A., for Lac La 
Biche, Mr. Berry met with the 
Federal Minister of Industry, C. 
M. Drury, and others. 

‘Expansion of our industrial de¬ 
velopment is essential to Alberta’s 
economic development,” said Mr. 
Berry. 

“The Federal Government has 
designated two areas in Alberta as 
being eligible for area develop¬ 
ment grants; one covering the 
Blairmore area, the other a large 
area in the north-east section of 
the province, including the whole 
of Mr. Maccagno’s provincial con¬ 
stituency of Lac La Biche. Both 
of these areas have great power- 
resources in the form of coal and 
gas, and Lac La Biche has large 
quantities of the kind of water 
necessary for the manufacturing of 
heavy water. The construction of a 
$60 or $66 million plant, giving 
permanent employment to more 
than 200 families would be a tre¬ 
mendous economic boost to the 
area, and be of real benefit to the 
province.” 

“The final decision as to the 
location of Canada’s next Heavy 
Water Plant will undoubtedly be 
made on the economic advantages 
of the area. Mr. Maccagno and I 
wanted to be sure that all the 
economic advantages of the Lac La 
Biche area were frilly understood, 
by everyone connected with the de¬ 
cision, and that the fullest possible 
opportunity might be taken of the 
area development gfant legisla¬ 
tion.
